Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed amending claim 21 to recite different media in each 
chamber and separating the chambers with valves to permit sequential treatment of the water to patently distinguish 
over Gershon et al of which disclosed mixed media in each chamber and screens separating the chambers as opposed 
to valves. Ms. Christrides explained that using a single media as opposed to mixed media in each chamber yielded 
unexpected results in that lower removal rates of contaminants could be achieved. The examiner indicated that the 
allowability of claim 21 would be contingent upon further search and consideration of the proposed amendments. The 
examiner indicated that claim 1 1 would be allowable in the case that claim 21 was found to be allowable. Mr. Roth 
indicated that an amendment would be submitted including the discussed changes.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
